solicitation. 
The 
motor 
patrolmen hero will enforce the orig­ 
inal order prohibiting such solicita­ 
tion, according to Private Boat**. 
Private Boa to informed The Times 
that Captain Price had ordered the 
local patrolmen to rigidly enforce his 
order, that he had not decided to 
rescind his order and that at no time 
had he considered permitting high­ 
way solicitation. 
Explained Stand

ing the guides, discussed the proposed 
revocation of the order with Captain 
Price on Monday in Harrisburg.

The colonel would be “news” even j 
though the War Department had not 
seen fit to make him chief executive 
of Gettysburg’s 3,000-acre field of 
honor and superintendent of a force 
of 41 men—some of them more than 
a half century younger that he, 
All his life a shunner of personal I 
publicity, Colonel Cope has been dog­ 
ged relentlessly by scribes intrigued 
by his unique personality. 
Any citi- j 
zen nearing the century mark who 
can hold two important government 
positions at once, boast of two inven­ 
tions, display creditable works, of art I 
done by his own hand and point to a 
score of equally 
interesting accom­ 
plishments is worth a story any time. 
Colonel Cope is such a citizen. 
In addition to being superintendent 
of the battleground reservation, he Isl 
a cooperative observer for the United 
States Weather Bureau.

ta in s in the back yard of his quaintly j 
furnished brick residence in the heart 
of the city a miniature weather sta­ 
tion, equipped with the usual instru­

ural that he should know a great deal 
about the battle, having fought in it. I 
Colonel Cope, member of Gen. G. 
K. Warren’s Engineers, was attached 
to General Meade’s staff. 
Warren’s , 
men arrived at Gettysburg on the sec- j 
ond day of the three-day conflict and 
took an active part in

Colonel Cope first became connected 
with the Gettysburg Park 
in 
1893, 
when he was appointed chief engi­ 
neer 
of 
the 
Gettysburg 
National 
Military Commission. 
All the mem­ 
bers of that commission since have 
died. 
Cope was made superintendent 
four years ago. 
It was Colonel Cope who designed 
and constructed the five steel toners 
which serve as “look-outs” for the 
thousands of visitors from this coun­ 
try and abroad who inspect the bat­ 
tlefield yearly. 
As further evidence 
of his mechanical turn of mind, he 
has patented a turbine wheel and an 
agricultural machine. 
The colonel is an inveterate reader, 
principally of 
scientific 
books and 
magazines. His chief hobby is paint­ 
ing. 
He hasn’t much use for auto­ 
mobiles, still holding to his beloved 
old gig and its genial colored driver. 
Ho is in full possession 
of all 
his 
faculties and boasts of perfect eye­ 
sight and hearing. 
He wears spec­ 
tacles while reading, however. 
Of devout parentage, Colonel Cope 
always has been 
active in 
church 
work, and at present is an elder of 
the Gettysburg Presbyterian church. 
He has missed but few services in 
more than half a century. 
“Regular, temperate habits in all 
things,” is the explanation Colonel 
Cope gives his friends who inquire

Tells of Booth’s Act 
In recent years Robert Todd Lincoln 
had many conferences with Dr. Moore 
r el a tiv e to the disposal of 10,000 let­ 
ters written or received by his father, 
Abraham Lincoln, while president,

was during one of those conferences 
that Robert Todd Lincoln told how 
Edwin Booth saved his life.

A prize specimen of the Jack-in- 
the-pulpit, or Indian turnip is possess­ 
ed by Dr. E. M. Gross, state botanist. 
The plant is more than three feet in 
height and had a 
root 
bulb 
about 
three inches in diameter. 
The fruit 
was about two and 
one-half inches 
long. 
Eaten raw the plant is considered 
deadly but when cooked it is edible 
and was used in this form by the In­ 
dians from which it derives the name, 
Indian turnip. 
The 
root 
contains 
small particles of 
oxalate of lime, 
which form its non-edible properties 
but which are dissolved by cooking.
